Reagan’s Presidential 


Plans ‘Very Remote’

SACRAMENTO, Calif (UPD 
— The chances of Republican 
Gov. Ronald Reagan running 
for president or vice president, 
in 
1976 or four years later 
seemed to go out the window 
Tuesday. 


“The possibilities now' are 
very rem ote,” said one long­

associate 
of 
Reagan, 
once 
tagged 
the 
"fastest rising Republican star 
of the West.” 


Reagan, 63, who will retire 
this year after two terms as 
chief executive of the nation’s 
most populous state, has criss­ 
crossed the country as a GOP 
fundraiser for years looking 
and sounding like a presidential 
contender. He usually led in the 
polls. 


He has never said publicly 
that he wanted to be president, 
insisting “the office seeks the 
m an.” He consistently has said 
he would announce his decision 
in 1975. 


But President Ford’s nomina­ 
tion of Ndtson A. Rockefeller as 
his vice president seemed to 
dash cold water on any hopes 
Reagan might have had for 
getting himself installed as a 
running m ate in 1976. 


Then cam e Rockefeller's re­ 
port that Ford indicated he had 
“every intention’’ of seeking a 
full term at the next national 
election. 


Reagan said after’, the an ­

All wheat seed: should be 
treated before planting this fall 
in order to decrease losses from 
seed decay, seedling blight and 
certain seed-borne diseases. 
Seed germinations are erratic 
this year but, generally ger­ 
minations are higher than in 
1973. As of this date the average 
for wheat tested for germination 
is about 84 per cent. 
Two diseases, Take-a 11 and 
Scab were more widespread and 
severe in Rush County this year. 
Gibberelia Zea, the causa) agent 
of scab, may be seed-borne and 
cause a seedling blight of wheat 
■Some poor germinations may be 
due to this fungus 
It is estimated that 80 percent 
- 90 percent of all certified wheat 
sold in Indiana is treated, but 
there are no figures on the 
amount of wheat treated by 
farmers who save their own 
seed 
Any farmer saving his 
own seed should have it cleaned. 
A 
thorough 
cleaning 
will 
remove most of the light weight 
scabby kernels. After cleaning, 
the seed should be treated with 
an approved fungicide 
seed 
treatment. Some of the more 
commonly used fungicides are 
as follows: Captain; Captain 
HCB;

(.UPI) — Dr. Joseph N. Uhl, 
Purdue agricultural economist, 
says the anticipated smaller 
1974 corn and soybean crops 
hold both good and bad news 
for consumers. 


The Agriculture Department 
has forecast a national corn 
crop down 12 per cent from 
1973 and a soybean crop down 
16 per cent. 


“ These 
expected shorter 
crops mean higher prices for 
these commodities, which are 
prime 
livestock 
feed 
in 
gradients/* Uhl said. “This, 
along with the drought in the 
nation's major cattle producing 
areas, will result in increased 
Iieef supp)ies this fa 11."" 


“These larger supplies will 
come 
from 
a 
reduction 
in 
breeding herds and the ac­ 
celerated marketing of calves 
which normally would either 
remain on pasture or go to the 
feed lots," he said. 


year,” he said. 
“The higher feed grain prices 
also are expected to push up 
pork and chicken 
and egg 
prices this fall and next year,” 
Uhl said. 


“In 
addition, 
rising 
food 
m,arketing costs will continue to 
boost re tail food prices this fall,” 
he said. “Recent increases in 
e n e r g y , 
t r a n s p o r t a t i o n , 
packaging materials and labor 
costs are yet to be passed on to 
consumers.” 


“These disappointing develop 
ments will assure another year 
of rapidly inflating food pri­ 
ces,” he said.

pa,st.lire growth.. This leaves 
producers in drought areas with 
the only option to sell their 
feeders and try to maintain 
their cow herds.

(roughage) supply are in a 
stronger bargaining position, 
Petritz adds. Assuming more 
normal crop prospects in 1975, 
prr- lucers can be expected to 
obtain favorable returns by over 
wintering their feeder cattle, he 
says.

and preserves, although a good, 
jelly product is most dependent 
on proper proportions and 
procedures. 
When making jelled products 
be sure to use can or beet sugar 
technically called sucrose, Miss 
A11 e n r e co raraen d, s . Re f i n, e d 
corn sugar called dextrose may 
cause your jellied products to 
have problems — although the 
problems may not appear right 
away. 
“Dextrose is not as soluble as 
cane or beet sugar and may 
cause the jellied product to 
crystallize during storage,” she 
explains. 


Seed Wheat

Mold on the product results 
when the seal is not air tight. 
Darker jelly or jam at the top 
of the container is the result of a. 
faulty seal or storage in a place 
that's too warm 
Fruit floating in jam. occurs 
when the fruit 
is not 
ripe 
enough, 
was not 
thoroughly 
crushed or ground, was not 
cooked long enough, or was not 
properly packed in glasses.

The most practical time to 
pregnancy test a cow herd is at 
weaning time. A veterinarian or

detect 


pregnancy as soon as 35 days 
after conception, the animal 
scientist says. In addition to 
pregnancy testing, weaning 
time also can be used to weigh, 
identify and vaccinate calves 
and worm., re identify and | 
vaccinate cows. It is also a good j 
time to cull open cows. Most

I)r Goodrick points out that 
the method for removing grass 


stains varies depending on the 
source you consult. However, 
regardless of the method you 
use, be sure to test any solvent 
or preparation used on some 
inconspicuous place on the 
garment. Otherwise, the fabric 
may be harmed.

“ Rem oving

Fabric,” recommends that you 
work 
soap 
or 
synthetic 
detergent into the stain then 
rise. Or, if it is safe for the dye, 
sponge the stain with alcohol. 
Dilute the alcohol with two parts 
water for use on acetate fabrics

w ork, 
use 
a 
chlorine 
or 
peroxygen bleach, provided the 
bleach will not damage the 
fabric or change the color. 
Another source, 
the

national F a b ric a re Institute, 
offers

for 
removing grass stains 
from 
washable fabrics: 
1 Brush the stain to remove 
mud or soil. 
2 
With an absorbent towel 
underneath, flush the stain with 
a drycleaning solvent. Tamp the 
stain with a brush, then repeat 
the treatment. 
3. Remove the towel and apply 
amyl acetate, which is available 


at the drug store. Again, tamp 
the stain.
